effort and expense in promoting it will 


not be fully justified, if its influence is 
confined to this county alone. Unless 
it is of benefit also to your county and 
every county in Iowa, it will not be a 
complete success as a demonstration. 

This project has been under way for 
more than two months. Do the people 
in your county know about it? Are you 
following the suggestions of the Pub- 
licity Committee so that they may be 
fully informed all the time? Are you 
talking the Black Hawk County Demon- 
stration and county libraries to the pa- 
trons of your library? If not, you are 
failing to take advantage of a great op- 
portunity. The year will slip by very 
quickly, the demonstration will be over 
and a real opportunity to further county 
libraries in Iowa will be lost. 


Mr. Brown told us more than a year 
ago that Iowa stands tenth among the 
twelve middle western states in library 
service. Your association accepted his 
implied challenge to improve this situa- 
tion. It is sponsoring this county li- 
brary demonstration, not alone for the 
benefit in Black Hawk County, but wi 
the idea that it will have a statewide 
influence as a laboratory experiment of 
the practicability of the county library 
plan in an overwhelmingly agricultural

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North Central Library Conference 

The attendance at the North Central 
Library Conference exceeded expecta- 
tions, with a total registration of 750. 
The attendance from the states partici- 
pating in the conference was as follows: 
Iowa, 108: Minnesota, 396; Nebraska, 
27; North Dakota, 19; South Dakota, 
40; Wisconsin, 113. 

In addition, librarians were present 
from: California, Massachusetts and 
Missouri, 1; Indiana, 5; Illinois, 15; 
Michigan, 2; New York, 6. 

The program was in charge of Miss 
Clara Baldwin, director of the Minne- 
sota Library Division, and her commit- 
tee was formed of the presidents of the 
state library associations. 

The exhibit space at the Hotel Lowry, 
headquarters of the conference, was 
filled with exhibits from publishers, 
library supply houses, and local book 
stores. Publicity exhibits were also sent 
by the American Library Association 
and the publicity committee of the Lowa 
Library Association. 

The commercial exhibits, with the 
large registration, assured the confer- 
ence a financial as well as a professional 
success, 

Social affairs generally centered about 
Hotel Lowry, although on the opening 
night of the conference, the librarians 
were guests at a reception given by the 
St. Paul Public Library. 

The only social meetings on Wednes- 
day were the College Librarians’ 
luncheon, the International Mind Alcove 
Librarians luncheon, arranged in honor 
of Miss Amy Heminway Jones, and the 
dinner for school librarians. 


On Thursday the luncheons included 
the Catalogers, the Hospital, the Chil- 
dren’s, the County Librarians, and the 
Trustees. 

In the evening came the banquet in 
the Grand Ballroom of Hotel Lowry. 
Tables were arranged for alumni of the 
various library schools, with a hostess 
at each table. 

Friday, the final day, opened with the 
state association breakfasts. Following 
that, the county librarians were enter- 
tained with a drive to visit the library 
stations of Ramsey and Hennepin coun-

ties. Despite a blustery day of bitter 
wind and snow, about 35 made the all. 
day trip, stopping for lunch at the Uni 
versity of Minnesota. Sight-seeing trips 
through the Twin Cities for the other 
members of the conference were ar. 
ranged by the Twin City Library Club 
for Friday afternoon. In the eveni 
a number of the visitors finished the 
social activities of the week by attend. 
ing the Minneapolis Symphony coneert 
at the University. 
FIRST GENERAL SESSION 

9:30 A. M. Wednesday, October 15 

At the first general session, Wednes 
day morning, in the Grand Ball Room 
of Hotel Lowry, Miss Edna G. Moore, 
president of the Minnesota Library As 
sociation, presided. She introduced as 
the first speaker, Mrs. Margaret Culkin 
Banning. Mrs. Banning, in discussing 
the subject of the session, *‘‘ Book 
Evaluation,’’ made a thoughtfully pre- 
pared plea for greater toleration toe 
wards fiction, which she thinks is often 
underrated by librarians. She stated 
her belief that the novel is the greatest 
and most important literary form. “T 
am affronted a good deal of the time,” 
she said, ‘‘by the attitude of many edu 
cated people toward it. They are often 
lenient and tolerant and mildly superior. 
It is not safe to be dogmatic about any- 
thing that feeds the human imagination. 
Nor is any piece of writing that honestly 
attempts to interpret life basically wm 
important.’’ 

Mrs. Banning is also of the opinion 
that all great literature is the result of 
experiments by many writers. The 
librarian can encourage the production 
of works of genius by dealing justly and 
understandingly with the experiments 
that precede them, and, by recommend 
ing them to readers, can help build up 
a publie for the work of a really s® 
preme writer. 

Miss Amy Heminway Jones came 
from New York to explain the workings 
and motives of the International Mi 
Aleoves of the Carnegie Endowment for 
International Peace, of which she ® 
Division Assistant. Miss Jones @& 
plained how the idea of sending free” 
books to libraries to promote fri 
understanding of foreign nations 
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nated and is carried out. Except for 
state library commission libraries, the 
Aleoves are placed in no cities of over 
10,000 population. Two hundred and 
eighty librarians are now recipients of 
the books. Each library is sent twelve 
hooks a year, part of them juvenile, not 
ordinary travel books, but books at once 
truthfully and entertainly describing 
the life of the people. 

The program closed with reviews of 
the most important books of the year. 
Miss Mary K. Reely, Wisconsin Library 
Commission, gave a list which ranged 
from the stock market to the best of 
recent fiction. 

Miss Helen Baird of the Minneapolis 
Public Library evaluated the new books 
of history, biography and travel. 

Scientific and technical books were 
briefly reviewed by Miss Helen Rugg of 
the Hill Reference Library, St. Paul. 

SECOND GENERAL SESSION 
4 P. M. Wednesday 

“Charging Books in a Machine Age’”’ 
was the subject of the second general 
session. 


Mr. Forrest B. Spaulding of Des 


Moines, who presided, remarked upon 
. . . 

the fact that, despite modern progress, 

libraries are still generally using the 


same methods introduced by Mr. Dewey 
in 1876. Charging machines are one of 
the first innovations. He called upon 
Mr. J. I. Lehman of the Library Effi- 
ciency Corporation of New York to 
demonstrate the Dickman Machine and 
the Toledo method of its use. 

The machine was first produced, Mr. 
Lehman said, in response to a request 
from the United States Bureau of Effi- 
ciency, for use in the public library of 
Washington, D. C. By tests it has 
proved that it cuts the time of charging 
a book to eight seconds. Other advan- 
tages claimed for it are that it furnishes 
areceipt and protects the borrower, thus 
improving relations with the patron. 

The Gaylord Electric Automatic Ma- 
chine, which is to be on the market 
January 1, was described by Mr. H. A. 
Wensley of Gaylord Bros. Although 
operating upon the same principle as the 
Dickman machine, the Gaylord is elee- 
trieally run while the Dickman is hand 
operated. 


A moving picture was shown by Miss 
Ada McCarthy of the Demeco Library 
Supplies, as part of her explanation of 
the Detroit Self-charging system. By 
this system, which is said to save one- 
third of the time of charging, the bor- 
rower writes his number himself on the 
book cards and presents them to the at- 
tendant with his identification card. 
The attendant verifies the number and 
places in the book pocket a slip bear- 
ing the date due or the date taken. One 
advantage over the charging machines 
is that no money need be spent in in- 
stalling this system. 

Experiences in using the Detroit sys- 
tem were then related by Miss Lilly 
Borreson of La Crosse, Miss Alma Pen- 
rose of St. Cloud, Minn., and Miss 
Frances Hannum of Ann Arbor, Mich- 
igan. Miss Borreson stated that the 
system had been tried out in La Crosse 
primarily as a means of reducing thefts. 
In this and other ways, the experiment 
had proved satisfactory. Her library 
had made one variation in the Detroit 
method. Although no ecards are stamped 
at the time the books are charged, they 
are all dated by the desk assistant before 
going off duty. Miss Hannum reported 
the following improvements since the 
system was installed: Snags: none in 
four months; overdues: reduced at 
least half; identification card no prob- 
lem—already used; few fines unpaid. 

Mr. Spaulding called upon any one to 
make a plea for the old system. Since 
no one responded, he made the plea him- 
self. He does not like the machines and 
objects to the idea of ‘‘training the 
publiec.’’ It is not fair, he said, to make 
the public conform to the routine of the 
library rather than to make the library 
conform to the needs of the community. 
He feared that the whole system of 
mechanical charging may injure the 
present existing friendly relations be- 
tween the library attendant and the 
library patron, ‘‘and the closer they 
ean get, the better will be the success 
of the library.’’ 

THIRD GENERAL SESSION 
8:30 P. M. Wednesday 

Adult education was represented on 
the program by the Wednesday even- 
ing address of Dr. Everett Dean Martin 
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of The People’s Institute of New York 
City. The meeting was held in the 
Grand Ball Room of Hotel Lowry, with 
Mr. S. J. Carter, president of the Wis- 
consin Library Association, presiding. 

‘What Is an Educated Person?’’ Dr. 
Martin challenged his audience, and 
answered it by tracing the philosophy 
of education through the ages and show- 
ing the necessity for some objective in 
American education other than mere 
preparation for filling the purse. 

The educated man is one who has a 
set of values, who is not stubbornly 
opinionated, who has the will to doubt 
as well as to believe, and whose philos- 
ophy is strictly non-utilitarian. 

**Education,’’ he said, ‘‘is philosophy 
at work, and he who has not achieved a 
philosophy of life is not educated.’’ 

The nineteenth century’s attempt to 
bring about a Utopia by allowing the 
rank and file to share with the aristo- 
cratic few the benefits of an educational 
system, has resulted in our present dis- 
appointing situation. We have in- 
creased in skill and mechanical knowl- 
edge, but have no heads to direct it. We 
are like a fast train speeding through the 
night without a headlight on the engine. 
Mass education has been dragged down 
to the level of the ‘‘lowest cranial alti- 
tude.’’ Propagandists rule our think- 
ing. ‘‘The propagandist is interested 
in what people think; the true educator 
in how they think.’’ 

As for adult education, two things 
make it difficult: first, the shift in 
American life and history from eigh- 
teenth century rationalism to nineteenth 
century emotionalism. (The nineteenth 
century tried to substitute emotionalism 
for intellectualism. Right feeling wa 
supposed to be all the guide needed. ) 
Second, utilitarianism. We have com- 
mercialized our education to put more 
pay in our envelopes. As labor debases 
the body, trade debases the mind. 

Our hope lies in getting wisdom.

FOURTH GENERAL SESSION 
9:30 A. M. Thursday, October 16 


Mr. J. Sidney Johnson, president of 
the Iowa Library Association, presided 
at this meeting at which County Li- 
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braries was the subject. He introduced 
Prof. J. H. Kolb, of the Rural Soei 
Department of the University of Wig. 
consin, who gave a scholarly study of 
‘“‘Trends in Town-Country Relations 
Significant for Library Service.’’ 


Professor Kolb maintains that we 
should now discard the old ‘‘ checker. 
board system’’ of local government and 
business, and consider business and 
social service according to the numbe: 
of people served, instead of the geo- 
graphical boundaries. Unit require- 
ments on this basis would be, for in- 
stance, for a library of 5,000 volumes 
with 30,000 circulation, a region of 4,000 
population with living space of 1333 
square miles. If one studies the trend 
of things, particularly taxes, it becomes 
increasingly evident that there must be 
some accumulation of large areas, and 
equalization of support and service over 
larger regions. 

The reassertion of local rural culture, 
Professor Kolb thinks, is aiso to the fore. 
Also, a study of the organization rela- 
tions of 282 Wisconsin families in five 
areas seemed to show that reading and 
books go hand in hand with the viggr- 
ous effort at local community life. A 
new emphasis upon standards of living 
is likewise strongly marked in rural 
life, and this includes pride in the home, 
community relations, and leisure-time 
activity, with all that that implies— 
churches, parks, playgrounds and I- 
braries. 

Alson Secor, of the staff of Successful 
Farming, Des Moines, lowa, gave some 
significant statisties of rural library ex- 
tension. Eighty-three per cent of our 
rural population, he said, have no l- 
brary facilities, although 35 states have 
legislation permitting county library 
service. In well-populated counties 4 
library might be run on a 50 cents per 
capita basis, but a dollar per capita is 


safer. From $6,000 to $15,000 will give 
ample county coverage. In Michigan 
they contract for count service 


get it much cheaper. ' 

“The problem of coun y library ex- 
tension is chiefiy that gf showing the 
farmer, and particularly ‘his wife, 
the county library is ans} what it can do 
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for them and the children,’’ asserted 
Mr. Carroll P. Streeter, editor of The 
Farmer’s Wife, St. Pau. ‘*Most farm- 
ers do not know what a county library 
is. even in counties already having li- 
praries.”” Points to be emphasized in 
dealing with the farmers, Mr. Streeter 
states, are that the county libraries can 
hest supply the books needed for their 
children; the ready availability of these 
books which may be brought to their 
doors; and the low cost. Librarians 
should make direct inquiry of the farm- 
ers themselves as to their attitude 
towards libraries, since nothing else is 
so effective as personal contact. 

Mr. C. B. Lester of the Wisconsin 
Library Commission, who was to have 
led a discussion on the ‘‘Outlook for 
County Libraries,’’ declared that, ‘‘ All 
of us feel that the thing which is of 
particular interest in this meeting is the 
Iowa demonstration.’’ Mrs. Evelyn 
Spencer Bray of Grinnell, lowa, then 
described the experiment of a demon- 
stration library in Black Hawk County, 
Iowa, which began in September, 1930. 
The purpose of the demonstration is to 
interest the whole state in the establish- 
ment of county libraries. The records 
kept are also expected to be valuable 
in starting other libraries. 

Mr. Kolb, Mr. Secor, and Mr. Streeter 
were all guests at the County Li- 
brarians’ luncheon following this ses- 
sion, at which Myra W. Buell, chief of 
the Extension Division, St. Paul, pre- 
sided. There was an informal, but very 
live continuation of the morning’s dis- 
cussion. Miss Parmelee was called up- 
on for a further report of the Iowa 
demonstration. 

Mr. Lester and Mr. Kolb stressed the 
need of state aid in encouraging the or- 
ganization of county libraries. 

FIFTH GENERAL SESSION 
11 A. M. Friday, October 17 

At the final session, following the 
meetings of the state associations, Gil- 
bert H. Doar President, Nebraska Li- 
brary Associ: or presided. Professor 
Herbert Hea n, Department of His- 
tory, Univers: y of Minnesota, gave an 
interesting talk on his experiences in 
research worl entiled, ‘‘Sorry, We 
Haven’t Got ’* He related in a 
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humorous way various incidents in pur- 
suit of source material, such as, account 
books, correspondence and personal rec- 
ords concerning various industries. He 
asked librarians to interest themselves 
in collecting and preserving local manu- 
scripts, books and letters of early 
bankers, farmers, merchants, doctors, 
and housewives, so that a real history 
of each community may be kept. 

The story of the A. L. A. Endowment 
Fund was presented by Gratia A. 
Countryman, Librarian, Minneapolis 
Publie Library. She traced the history 
of the endowment fund, as it had grown 
from the first gift of $100,000 from 
Andrew Carnegie in 1902, and enu- 
merated the grants for special purposes 
received more recently. 


She also spoke of the many new 
activities which the growth of the pro- 
fession has made necessary. The regu- 
lar income for the activities of a great 
educational organization, such as the 
A. L. A. is estimated at $150,000. 
That means a $3,000,000 endowment 
fund. One million dollars we already 
have, another $1,000,000 is in sight, if 
we ourselves raise another million. 

The provision for capitalization of 
gifts was explained, and it was reported 
that more than half a million has al- 
ready been raised. A plea was made 
for sustaining memberships at $100 a 
year. 

The chairman then called upon Miss 
Baldwin as chairman of the Program 
Committee to give a report of the con- 
ference. 

Miss Baldwin reported the total regis- 
tration, already given.

Iowa Library Association Business 
Meeting During the Regional 
Confernce at St. Paul 

Breakfast and business meeting of the 
Iowa Library Association was held in 
the Windsor Room of Hotel St. Paul 
at 8:00 o’clock Friday morning, Oeto- 
ber 17, with 58 present. Mr. J. Sidney 
Johnson, the President, presided. The 
reading of the Secretary’s report for 
last year’s meeting was waived, as it 
had appeared in the Quarterly. 

Mrs. Evelyn Spencer Bray of Grinnell 
gave her report as Chairman of the 
County Library Committee. She re. 
ported the opening of the Black Hawk 
County Library demonstration on Sep- 
tember 2, 1930, with 4,000 books and 
$2,500 on hand. The committee hopes 
for other individual contributions—Mr. 
Brigham and Mr. Johnson have each 
contributed $100.00. 

Miss Parmalee, the Black Hawk 
County Librarian, showed a map of the 
county and emphasized the work of 
Miss Weider and Miss Robinson in start- 
ing the movement. She spoke of the 
great enthusiasm in the county and the 
gratitude expressed by the new book 
borrowers. 

As Miss Mae Anders was unable to 
be present Mr. Johnson read her report 
as chairman of the Committee on Rela- 
tions with Bookseller and Publisher. 
She reported that in connection with 
the lowa Library Commission her com- 
mittee had made a survey of Iowa Publie 
Libraries to determine the amount spent 
annually for books, the names of dealers 
patronized and the discounts received. 
Approximately 100 libraries reported 
about $185,000.00 spent last year. The 
dealers most patronized were solicited 
for membership in the Association or @ 
suitable gift of books. A number re 
sponded. (A list of these will appear 
later.) Miss Anders reported that 
practically all dealers allow 25 per cent 
on most of the orders. 

Miss Alice Story, Chairman of the 
Publicity Committee gave a report On ~ 
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the radio programs and the newspaper 
publicity. Among magazines giving li- 
brary publicity she mentioned the lowa 
Club Women and Labraries and The 
Library Journal, She advocated send- 
ing monthly reports of the Black Hawk 
County Demonstration to each library 
and the publications of such reports in 
local newspapers. Mr. Johnson spoke 
of the necessity of working for more 
county libraries this year. 

Mr. Johnson read the report of Mrs. 
H. M. Carpenter, Chairman of the 
Membership Committee. She reported 
several 100 per cent libraries; 131 li- 
braries have paid dues of various 
amounts; 305 library assistants and 188 
trustees and 164 interested citizens have 
also paid dues and there has been dona- 
tions of $353.10, making a total of 
$2,014.60 collected. 

A map of the state has been prepared 
with a system of stars and is to be used 
in the promotion of a membership cam- 
paign this next year. The dues re- 


ceived will be used to finance the County 
Demonstration. 

The report of the Chairman of the 
Legislative Committee, Mr. Charles H. 
Brown, was read by Mr. Spaulding. The 


Committee advocated the following 
changes in the lowa library law. (1) 
At present independent public libraries 
are allowed a tax not to exeeed five 
mills, but if an independent library en- 
ters into contract with a larger library, 
the maximum tax permitted is only one 
mill. It is proposed to amend this see- 
tion so that libraries may receive a maxi- 
mum tax not to exceed five mills either 
as an independent public library or as 
a library under contract with some 
larger library. This would make it pos- 
sible for the smaller towns to provide 
library service by contract as well as 
by independent libraries. 

(2) The seeond change proposed is 
to provide that upon petition, the Board 
of Supervisors shall either establish a 
county library system or provide for a 
vote of the citizens of the county at the 
next election on such a proposition. 

(3) The third change seeks to 
amend the wording of the law so that 
townships and counties may enter into 
contracts for library service for all the 


residents of the county with the excep- 
tion of those only which have library 
service. The present law reads that 
counties may enter into contracts for 
residents ‘‘outside of cities and towns.”’ 
We propose to change this to read ‘‘out- 
side of cities and towns maintaining li- 
brary service.”’ 

Mr. Spaulding moved the adoption of 
this report; Mr. Brigham seconded it 
and the motion passed. Mr. Brown pre- 
sented his resignation, as chairman of 
this committee, on account of ill health 
and this was accepted with regret. 

The Treasurer, Miss Tanner gave her 
report which appears elsewhere, or will 
appear later. 

Mr. Brigham moved that a telegram 
be sent to Grace Murphy of Indianola 
expressing the regret of the Association 
that she was unable to attend the meet- 
ing and the best wishes of the Associa- 
tion in her illness. This was seconded 
and carried. 

Eva T. Canon presented the report of 
the Nominating Committee for officers 
of the lowa Library Association for two- 
year terms: 

First Vice-President—Mrs. Jessie B. 
Gordon, lowa City, lowa. 

Secretary—Elizabeth Martin, Daven- 
port, Lowa. 

Registrar — Clarice 
lowa. 

Executive Committee Member

According to the constitution adopted 
last year the president, treasurer and 
second vice-president hold office for an- 
other year and the officers elected this 
year hold office for two years. 

Mr. Spaulding moved that the Seere- 
tary cast the ballot for these nominees ; 
the motion was seconded and carried. 

Mr. Johnson presented an invitation 
from the Cedar Rapids Public Library, 
the Masonic Library and the Coe College 
Library to hold the Iowa Library Asso- 
ciation meeting for 1931 in Cedar 
Rapids. Miss Story moved that this in- 
vitation be accepted; the motion was 
seconded and carried. 

A vote of thanks for their assistance 
in the promotion of the County Library 
Project was given to Mrs. Herbert 
Adams of Dubuque, Mrs. H. M. Car-

Iowa Library Association Membership 
The 1931 membership map has been 
started on its way.

Black Hawk County Demonstrations 

Three months have passed since your 
County Library opened its doors. And 
though it may have seemed to some of 
you that it has been ‘‘all quiet’’ here, . 
your new Ford truck, which Miss 
Wieder has dubbed the ‘‘ Parmalee bus,”’ 
has been chugging merrily all over the 
county carrying loads of books to and 
from the different stations. 

The new car appeared the last of 
October and is in reality a Ford de- 
livery truck, deep maroon in color, with 
the words ‘‘ County Library—F ree Serv- 
ice,’” on the sides, and ‘* Books for 
Everybody’’ on the back door. The 
other day, one of the rural teachers said 
that during recess, an electrician’s truck 
stopped in front of her school-house. The 
children rushed to the door, saying ‘‘ It’s 
our truck—OUR truck’’—but on taking 
a second look, they drew back disap- 
pointed, ‘‘No’’, said one of the little 
girls, ‘‘it isn’t our truck—it don’t say 
‘Free Service’ on it.’’ 

Since the last number of the Quaricr- 
ly appeared, collections of books have 
been placed in all schools in the county 
not heretofore reported. The number 
now includes 5 consolidated schools, 2 
independent districts, 2 parochial 
schools, 78 one-room schoovis and 11 com- 
munity centers, seven of which are in 
connection with schools. The other 4 
community collections are in a city hall, 
in a county home, in a telephone ex- 
change and in a private home. 

The total circulation from head- 
quarters office, for the three months, has 
been 6,008 books. Our fear has been 
that we may not be able to supply the 
demand. But books are still coming 
from libraries, women’s clubs and in- 
dividuals. The 100 juveniles given by 
Younkers, Des Moines, have arrived and 
are in circulation—Miss Robinson has 
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been sending both juvenile and adult 
books and they are doing duty through- 
out the county. The total number of 
books aecessioned to date is 5,630. 

Successful Farming has contributed 
$75, and Wallaces Farmer, $100. The 
Mason City library has loaned 100 books 
for three months and other libraries 
have offered us collections which we shall 
make use of, later. 

So you see it-is another case of ‘‘We’”’ 


—for without your co-operation, and 


interest, YOUR county library eculd not 
‘‘earry on.’’ And if you can come to 
Waterloo at any time, the book-wagon 
and its driver will be delighted to have 
you take a ride over the fields and far 
away, on their regular routes through- 
out the county.
